TO BOOST THIS CITY 


HALT MILLION PACKING 
PLANT WORK WILL 
STARTJNWEEK 

Work on the $500,000 plant of the 
Moran Packing Company will start 
here within a week. 

This information was received from 
official sources Tuesday night at a 
meeting of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

The plant is to employ in the 
neighborhood of 300 men, and will 
be operated in an up-to-the-minute 
manner. 

The packing company has pur¬ 
chased fourteen acres of ground, and 
all arrangements for spur railroad 
tracks and transportation facilities 
have been made. 

The packing plant will have three 
six-story buildings, which have been 
artistically designed by noted archi- 
' tects. 

i At present the Moran concern is 
operating a number of small plants 
1 in the west, but plans to centralize 
eventually and transact its business 
1 from South San Francisco. 

The Moran Packing Company 
| directors are men who have been 
identified with that line of commercial 
j activities for years. The concern has 
a national reputation, and the fact 
that it is now located here means 
that South San Francisco is destined 
to be the great industrial center this

That the construction of the 
proposed Dumbarton state high¬ 
way and bridge means the ac¬ 
quisition of a number of auto¬ 
mobile factories by South San 
Francisco was revealed at the 
last meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Realizing the importance of 
the bridge, the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Land and Improvement 
Company has subscribed for 
twenty-five memberships in the 
bridge association, which means 
$25 a month. 

The local chamber has sub¬ 
scribed to two memberships at 
a cost of $2, memberships being 
$1 a month. 

The following letter is self- 
explanatory: 

March 26, 1917. 

South San Francisco Chamber i side of the Rockies, 
of Commerce, South San Fran¬ 
cisco, California—Gentlemen: 

That the South San Francisco 
' Chamber of Commerce appre¬ 
ciates the great value to central 
California of a general highway 
bridge across San Francisco bay 
at Dumbarton Point has already 
been indicated by the action of 
your body in endorsing the 
project. 

With a view to arriving at 
some speedy and feasible plan 
of constructing the bridge, the 
Dumbarton State Highway 
Bridge Association was organ¬ 
ized. At a recent mass meet¬ 
ing in Redwood City, it was de¬ 
cided to inaugurate an aggres¬ 
sive campaign in behalf of the 
movement. 

Moral support was welcomed, 
but stress was laid upon the 
fact that financial support must 
also be forthcoming to maintain 
offices and to overcome legal 
and engineering obstacles. 

Our association would greatly 
appreciate any assistance your 
organization could extend, 
either in the nature of a direct 
contribution or by the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee to co¬ 
operate with us in soliciting 
members in ycur community. A 
representative of our organiza¬ 
tion would gladly visit your city 
at any time agreeable to your 
committee. We also should be 
glad to send a delegation to a 
meeting of your body at such 
time as you would care to have 
a discussion of the bridge 
project.

The U. S. S. Albatross, municipal 
dock, Oakland, Cal., has been desig¬ 
nated as a recruiting ship for the 
navy. Young men between the ages 
of 17 and, 30 years are urgently need¬ 
ed for the fast increasing navy. Men 
of all trades are needed, and young 
men without trades are enlisted and 
given the opportunity to learn a trade 
while in the service. 


The membership campaign of 
the South San Francisco Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce has been suc¬ 
cessful in the extreme.

The thermometer has over¬ 
reached the boiling point of 100. 
There are already 101 names 
enrolled in the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

A safety valve has been in¬ 
stalled to keep the thermometer 
from exploding, now that the 
boiling point has been passed. 

At the meeting held Tuesday 
night by the Chamber of Com- 
4 .metce, Judge E. E. Cunningham, 
chairman of the membership 
committee, reported the cheer¬ 
ing news that the 100 mark in 
membership had been reached, 
and that the actual membership 
was 101 witli a number of pros¬ 
pective members in sight. 

“The boiling point has been 
reached,” reported Judge Cun¬ 
ningham. The statement was 
enthusiastically greeted. 

One member facetiously re¬ 
marked that a safety valve ought 
to be installed on the ther¬ 
mometer of The Enterprise. He 
was immediately taken up, and 
it was the sense of the organiza¬ 
tion that somebody go out and 
get a safety valve regardless of 
consequences. 

At any rate, the safety valve 
is on -hand. Just how it was 
procured is a matter of mystery: 
for it is unethical for news¬ 
papers to tell—presuming that 
newspapers speak—the circum¬ 
stances under which informa¬ 
tion or things are obtained. 
Nevertheless, the safety valve is 
with us. 

More than thirty members 
were present at the meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce, 
which is now transacting its 
business of boosting in a highly 
efficient manner. The attend¬ 
ance is large, considering that 
no special business had been an¬ 
nounced. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
here is destined to become the 
leading body of its kind on the 
Peninsula, the organization’s 
personnel being the strongest. 


REPAIR SHOP 


The Southern Pacific railroad has 
i filed with the county recorder at 
Redwood City a contract with the 
firm of Lange & Bergstrom in San 
Francisco for the erection of a ma¬ 
chine and repair shop, planing mill 
and freight car repair shed at Visita- 
cion in San Mateo county, at a cost 
of $85,381. This contract is in con¬ 
nection with the big improvement 
and expansion plans of the road to 
complete a switch yard and repair 
shop terminal at Visitacion. The 
track facilities are to be extended 
more than twenty-five miles. When 
all the improvements are made, the 
cost of the Visitacion terminal will | + 
be valued at more than $1,500,000. 
South San Francisco will be greatly 
benefited by these improvements, 
which will make the bay vicinity 
along the Peninsula more valuable as 
industrial sites.

When the druggist’s trade 
is in a small town, combining with it 
a share of farmer patrons, some ad¬ 
vantage can be gained by offering to 
act as “mediator” between the egg- 
producers and egg-consumers of the 
locality. Thus, when the housewives 
have been interested in the proposi¬ 
tion, they could be encouraged to 
leave tentative orders for certain 
quantities of eggs, which the drug¬ 
gist could transmit to his farmer- 
customers. It is not suggested that 
druggists go into the egg business at 
all. But this bringing of producer and 
consumer together offers not only the 
opportunity to promote the sale of 
more water glass, but to act as friend 
and adviser at two ends of the line 
and cement the neighborly relation¬ 
ship that means so much to the drug¬ 
gist’s business in the long run.

Sunday Night Suppers. 

C RAB TOAST.—Put a pint of boiled 
crab meat in a saucepan with 
meltpd butter, a teaspoonful of 
chopped celery, a pinch of flour, a gill 
of cream, salt and pepper to taste. Sim¬ 
mer till reduced to proi>er consistency 
for spreading on thin slices of toast. 
Garnish with a few oyster crabs on 
each slice. A dash of sherry is an im¬ 
provement. Lobster toast may be made 
the same way. 

Escalloped Lobster.—Boil the lobster, 
take the meat and chop it fine. Season 
it with pepper and salt and catsup. 
Add a tablespoonful of vinegar, small 
piece of butter and enough cream or 
milk to moisten it. Put this in a 
saucepan and let it boil, then put it in 
a buttered dish, sprinkle breadcrumbs 
or powdered crackers over it aud bake 
it browu. 

Deviled Turkey.—On the rump, giz¬ 
zard and one leg put in salt and cay¬ 
enne pepper. Ix?t them be broiled and 
brought to the table ns hot as possible. 
Cut them in small pieces and pour over 
a ladle of mustard or ladle of melted 
butter, a spoonful of sage, a spoonful 
of lemon juice and some of the gravy 
out of the dish. Mix quickly and serve. 

Lobster Newburg.—Four tnblespoou- 
fuls of butter, two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar, the meat of two lobsters, the 
yolks of two eggs, half a teaspoonful 
of salt and a half teaspoonful of pep¬ 
per. a cupful of cream and a table¬ 
spoonful of sherry. Melt the butter 
in a chafing dish, add salt, pepper and 
vinegar. Beat the egg yolks, add cream 
to them, then add to other mixture. 
Serve as soon as it thickens. 

Veal Souffle.—Two cupfuls of chop¬ 
ped cold veal, two cupfuls of white 
sauce, four eggs, a tablespoonful of on¬ 
ion juice, salt and pepper. The veul 
aud seasoning are stirred Into the 
white sauce while it is boiling aud al¬ 
lowed to cook for about two minutes; 
then remove from the tire, add the 
yolks of three eggs well beaten and set 
away to cool. Fold in stiffly beaten 
whites and pour into buttered baking 
dish.

For print that I paid less than $4 for two years ago I am now paying 
$s, and I am just exasperated enough to make a howl and to ask you all to 
howl with me. 

I believe the country publishers, if they will go at it in tlie right manner, 
can correct this wholesale highway robbery. I suggest that every publisher 
who receives this chat write immediately to the paper house with which he 
does business and put the question squarely up to them, as I did to mine. 
They will undoubtedly give you a satisfactory answer, telling you that the 
trade commission has accomplished nothing in so far as print paper in 
smaller quantities is concerned. 

Then, with their letters as a working basis, take the matter up with your 
senator and congressman, AND TALK STRAIGHT AND TALK ENGLISH 
TO THEM, without any trills or apologies. Don’t sit still and expect your 
brother publishers to do it, but DO IT YOURSELF AND DON’T LOSE ANY 
TIME IN THE DOING. 

Congressmen are human and they all want to get back to Washington 
again. They can not succeed themselves If you oppose them, AND THEY 
KNOW II. Hence if you will put the question up to them squarely and 
bluntly, they will get, busy. 

Again, If you find a congressman who is lukewarm, there is not a solid 
citizen in your community who will not sign a petition addressed to that con¬ 
gressman and asking him to take effective action for your relief. 

If the manufacturers of print paper can afford to sell it at $2.50 per hun- 
dred there is no shadow of excuse for your having to pay between $7 and 
$N for it. There’s a nigger somewhere, and tlie country publishers should 
chase him out. And if there Is no present law under which to do tlie chasing, 
THEN IT IS TIME FOR CONGRESS TO PLACE A MAXIMUM PRICE ON

Production of wheat in Argentina, 
Australia and New Zealand, the prin¬ 
cipal producing countries of the 
southern hemisphere, shows a 30 per 
cent reduction for the 1916-1917 
season, but is only 7.7 per cent less 
than the five-year average. 

A cablegram from the international 
institute of agriculture at Rome, re¬ 
ceived at the department of agricul¬ 
ture, announces the production of 
those countries at 226,274,000 bushels. 

Spain’s wheat acreage, sown last 
autumn 'for this year’s harvest, is 
10,134,000 acres, or 3 per cent more 
than last year, and Japan’s acreage 
is 1,236,000, or four-tenths of 1 per 
cent less than last year’s acreage. 

Spain’s 1916 corn production is 
given as 28,642,000 bushels, or 1.6 per 
cent less than the previous year’s 
crop. That included with the produc¬ 
tion of the United States, Canada, 
Italy, European Russia, Switzerland, 
Japan and Egypt makes a total of 
2,841,514,000 bushels, or 13.4 per cent 
less than the previous year. 

British India’s rice production 
shows an increase of 3.7 per cent 
over 1915 and 19.1 per cent more than 
the five-year average with 117,559,- 
904,000 pounds. Spain’s rice crop was 
532,896,000 pounds, an increase of 2.8 
per cent. Production in those coun¬ 
tries and the United States, Japan 
and Canada total 143,605„728,000 
pounds, an increase of 3.5 per cent 
over 1915.

SIEEL FIRM 

The steel report, which follows, 
should be of special significance to 
South San Francisco, which is rapidly 
forging ahead as a steel center of 
international note. 

• The unprecedented prosperity at¬ 
tending the operations of the United 
States Steel Corporation for 1916 are 
set forth in the annual report issued 
to-day. 

Total earnings of $342,997,092 ex¬ 
ceeded those of 1915 by $202,747,026; 
net income of $294,026,565 showed an 
increase of $196,058,602 and surplus 
net income for the year aggregated 
$201,835,585, as compared with $44,- 
260,374 in the previous year.

| according to the figures of Stack, will 

• have been $33,750, making the total 

• payment on the bonds $83,750. That
